Connersville, R. R. 9. The door 
of the Nimmons car flew open 
and the little girl was thrown 
out, her body striking a culvert.

She was sleep- 
ing in her mother's arms at the 
time of the accident and was 
killed almost instantly.

ARTICLE 6—THE PUNT 


An old adage in football is 


-when in doubt, punt!" 


The art of punung is a science 


in itself. A good punter is inval- 
uable to the team. A wise punter 
sometimes gains more ground 
than does his team mates in 
parrying the ball. When both 
lines fail to budge, the game re- 
sults in a punter's duel. 


The quarterback usually punts 


eithe? when in dangerous terri- 
tory or when on the fourth down 
the required yardage apparently 
cannot be gained. Before the 
game the punter should figure 
the wind direction and velocity. 
He also should know where u> 
place his kicks. 


The punter needs much protec- 


tion from his team mates to pre- 
vent the opposing line sifting 
through and^blocking the kick. 
He must have a shoulder high, 
spiral pass from center. This re- 
quires much experience of the 
center. 


Probably the best known and 


most widely used punt is the 
spiral punt. Such a punt goes 
farthest and takes more of a 
dive when coming down and con- 
sequently is hard 
to catch. 


Against the wind, the kick must 
be low. Every punter also should 
kno'w the tumble (end over end) 
punt. It is hard to catch and 
a'dds variety to the threats of 
the punter. 
When the ball is received from 


center for a punt, the kicker 
places the ball out from the body 
in a horizontal 
plane about 


waist high. When kicked, the ball 
should strike the foot at the in- 


step slightly to the outside of the 
foot. The toe should be extended 
and pointed down. The blow thus 
causes the ball to spin in the 
air bullet-fashion. 


The hardest punt to kick and- 


to catch is the -floater," It is 
called the -floater- because it 
travels through the air without 
spinning or turning over. The 
safety man should play safe with 
this type of punt and let it hit 
the turf. 


Game tactics play an import- 


ant part in' the work of. the 
punter. When in scoring territory 
there is danger that the ball 
may be punted over the goal 
line. In that case the ball is 
brought out to the 20-yard line, 
and given to the opposition. 
When punting in enemy territory 
the ball should be kicked out of 
bounds near the corner of the 
gridiron. This places the opposi- 
tion with their backs to their 
own goal line. 
, Punting takes much practice. 
Punting in all types of weather 
should be practiced. The punter 
should save his best leg snap for 
the day of the game. light men 
should take not over two prelim- 
inary steps before kicking. Men 
with weight' and drive usually 
take one step or one step and a 
half. The -rocker" punt is some- 
times preferred by punters. The 
right footed kicker in a "rocker" 
kick anchors 'his ri'iht foot back, 
and, upon receiving the ball, he 
rocks back with the left foot then 
takes a step forward to kick.

"three-cent 


lunch" are provided the children 
fare somewhat better; but even 
here the lunches are too often 
only -stayers" since not enough 
portions are purchased to make 
a real meal for a growing child. 
Even in some brthe best lunch- 
rooms where ample, palatable 
food is provided on the cafeter- 
ia plan the'children may be eat- 
ing inadequate lunches»owing to 
a lack of. educational supervi- 
sion. A check on lunch trays re- 
vealed that when children knew 
someone was checking ^on them 
they took more of milk" and veg- 
etables. 


Given a free choice, children 


without training naturally select 
the foods which they regard as 
luxuries. Ice-er,eam, and a choco- 
late bar thus constituted one 
boy's lunch almost every day for 
several weeks of the study. Not 
that these articles are haimful 
in themselves but will not be ade- 
quate as some thing else he could 
take. 


For a child to eat almost his 


whole day's requirement in one 
meal at night would be unwise, 
even if it were possible for him 
to do so.

breakfast or lunch, for the day's 
rush is over for both

Some mothers limit their chil-

Many farms are economically 


suited for raising beef cattle a^ 
well as for putting the feed-lot 
finish on them. Farms having a 
large proportion of nontillable 
land or wooded areas suitable for 
grazing are especially adapted 
for a breeding herd from which 
beef calves can be produced for 
fattening. 


Some of the more 
important 


phases of beef production on the 
farm are discussed by W. H 
Black and E. W. McComas of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry in 
Farmers' Bulletin 1592-F, Beef 
Production on the Farm, just is- 
sued bythe United states De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


On farms where the sale of 


beef cattle provides the 
major 


portion of the farm income, it is 
desirable, these specialists say, 
that the number of beef cows be 
large enough to enable the owner 
to market at least one carload of 
cattle each year and also to pro- 
vide heifers for replacement of 
cows in the herd. The size of the 
herd above the minimum num- 
ber of cows required for success- 
ful operation will depend on the 
amount of pasture and the quan- 
tity of hay and crops that may 
be produced on the farm for 
use in wintering stock and in 
fattening cattle for market.
